■ "Wine is constant proof 
that God loves us and loves 
to see us happy," Ben 
Franklin once wrote. 

. It's healthful and thera- 
peutic, according to medi- 
cal experts. 

Wine provides food en- 
ergy for work and body 
maintenance. It's a source 
of carbohydrates, vitamins 
and minerals. Often pre- 
scribed for the elderly and 
for people on reducing 
diets, a four-ounce glass of 
/dry white of red wine 
contains about 70 to 90 
calories. 

Basically, there are four 
major groups of wines to 
choose from. Table wines 
are made to go along with 
meals. They come inVan 
enormous variety of flavors 
and qualities. Usually, they 
contain about 12% alcohol. 
They may be white, rose or 
red and dry or sweet: 

Sparkling wines, like 
champagne, sparkling bur- 
gundy and cold duck are 
usually set. aside for special 
occasions.- - . 

Fortified wines are made 
by adding brandy to' the 
wine to make it stronger. 

. They generally contain 
about 20% alcohol. They 
can be dry (before-dinner 
drinks), or sweet (dessert 
wines ) . Sherry and port are 
probably the best known in 
this category. 

Then there are the aro- 
matized wines, like ver- 
mouth, that are flavored 
with herbs, seeds and/or 
spices. They can be com- 
bined with spirits .to make 
cocktails, or used alone as 
before-dinner drinks.
